first scientific div idend today . 
Sov iet 
scientists 
checking 
the satellite’s flight throu gh 
space said they hav e discov er­ 
ed “changes in the absolu te in­ 
tensity of the electro-magnetic 
pole.” 
A broadcast by Radio Mos­ 
cow here said this was learned 
“by means of the short wav e 
transm itter” aboard the man- 
made moon. 
The report apparently refer­ 
red to measu rements of so- 
called electrical “ring” cu r­ 
rents and of the earth’s mag­ 
netic field. 
Distu rbances on the su n set 
u p these “ring” cu rrents and 
affect the electrical magnetic 


field that su rrou nds the earth. 
This field v aries in intensity 
from time to time and, by send 
ing radio signals throu gh it as 
the Ru ssians are doing from 
their satellite, man can meas 
u re these changes. 
The resu lt possibly cou lc 
hav e great influ ence on su ch 
things as planning for improv 
ed 
international 
radio com­ 
mu nications and weather fore­ 
casting. 
As the Ru ssian “spu tnik” or­ 
bited arou nd the earth, Dr 
Hans Karl Paetzold, of Ger

Dr. Diamond stu ck to his 
v iew of Henderson’s condition 
u n d e r c ross - ex amination 
throu ghou t the morning by Lt 
(jg) James W. Bu chanan, trial 
cou nsel (prosecu tor). Fie had 
dev eloped it y esterday after-, 
noon u nder qu estioning by Lt. 
Donald 
McCu llu m,

cou nsel. 
Diamond declared today that 
Henderson 
was 
“consciou sly 
aware of the natu re and qu al­ 
ity of his actions, bu t compel- 
ed by his delu sions” to go 
ahead with them.

ment of free will did not enter 
into the premeditation of m u r­ 
der. 
DREAMED OF HEROISM

Henderson’s delu sions, Dr.

“dreaming of becoming a great 
hero to the Negro people of 
the Sou th.” 
The 2 1-y ear-old 
sailor is not afraid to die, said 
the psy chiatrist,

thinks he “will be taken to hea­ 
v en to take his rightfu l place 
among great heroes.”

He described the Negro sailor’s 
condition as paranoid, with se- 
clu siv eness, su spiciou sness, ego- 
centricity and “disassociation 
effect.”

Orr, 3 2 , San Francisco waitress. 
Dante Ventu ri interv ened to 
break u p the qu arrel between 
the seaman and his girl.

lost.” He said there was “noth­ 
ing wrong.” 
Committee counsel Robert F. 
Kennedy in turn challenged 
Hoffa or any other Teamster 
official to give assurances that 
the documents were intact. He 
said John F. English, union 
secretary-treasurer, “could not 
give assurance that all the doc­ 
uments were there.” 


REALLY BURNED? 
It was not clear whether any 
of the papers actually had been 
burned. Hoffa’s comment indi­ 
cated they had not, but Ken­ 
nedy quoted the union attorney 
as saying the committee could 
see for itself the documents 
had been in the incinerator.

Canal Proposed 


The old highway bridge at 
Black Point could be ferried by 
barge to San Rafael and install­ 
ed over San Rafael Canal at a 
relatively low cost, City Coun­ 
cilman Joseph Sauer reported 
last night. 
Sauer, city representative to 
the fire commission, said the 
commission endorses a bridge 
over the canal somewhere near 
San Pedro 
road 
and 
Union 
street so trucks from the new 
fire station can cross to East 
San Rafael and Francisco boule­ 
vard commercial areas. 


NO COST ESTIMATE 
Sauer did not hazard the ex­ 
act cost of such an undertaking. 
But he reported the old bridge 
is for sale “ and they’ll move it 
for us too.” 
The new firehouse at Third 
and Union streets is just about 
complete and should be ready 
for dedication sometime next 
month. Sauer reported. But the 
city does not have the equip­ 
ment yet to put into it. 
A 45-foot drill tower to train 
firemen, which was originally 
estimated to cost about $6,000, 
turns out to be far more ex­ 
pensive— about $18,000, Sauer 
announced. 
SHARE COST? 
City fathers wondered wheth­ 
er surrounding cities could be 
induced to share the costi or 
if perhaps the city could put 
it up and later charge rental 
for use by other cities. 
The 
fire 
commission 
also 
recommends that specifications 
be drawn up to improve Union 
street, 
adjacent to »the new 
firehouse. Sauer said The San 
Rafael 
Roard 
of 
Education 
wants to close High street, he 
pointed out. 
Why not close High street 
and get the school district to 
share in the cost of improving 
Union street? Sauer proposed. 
The council decided to give 
more study to the problem of 
the bridge over the canal, drill 
tower and Union street before 
taking any formal action. 
At the suggestion of Sauer, 
the council approved hiring of 
three new firemen from the 
eligible list.

Another stage in the elabor-j 
ate plan for the redevelopment 
of Marin City was reached yes­ 
terday when, at a crowded pub­ 
lic hearing, commissioners of 
the Marin County Redevelop­ 
ment Agency formally adopted 
the 
tentative 
redevelopment 
plan and forwarded it to the 
county 
planning 
commission; 
and board of supervisors. 
The plan, as read by execu­ 
tive director Bert Klahn, pro­ 
vides that the 165-acre area 
will be redeveloped to contain 
apartments, 
s i n g l e 
family 
dwellings, commercial area and 
I various additional community 
facilities. 
Mrs. Mary Summers, county 
planning technician, explained 
that the overall plan anticipat­ 
ed 54 acres for single family 
dwellings with other acreages 
as follows: Apartments 10.5; 
commercial 9.5; churches 5; 
community center 5.5; elemen­ 
tary school 9.5; high school 36; 
recreation 2; streets 19 and 
waste 11.5. 
D e p u t y Director Morton 
Schaffran said sale of the de­ 
veloped property will not yield 
enough to pay for the improve­ 
ments. 
“This loss, however,” Schaf­ 
fran said “ is paid for two-thirds 


by the federal government and 
one-third by local government.” 
He added that “ we may substi­ 
tute facilities such as schools 
and firehouses for cash so that 
it is possible that we may end 
up with no actual cash outlay.” 
Schaffran said relocation of 
families now in Marin City is 
a problem. 
“ We now have 1.005 families 
on the project and final rede­ 
velopment a n t i c i p at e s 630 
dwelling units,” he said “There­ 
fore, we are now authorized to 
‘freeze’ vacancies to make shift­ 
ing of families possible to re­ 
duce the over ultimate popula­ 
tion.” 
Schaffran said that in the 
year ending October 1. 500 
families moved away from Mar­ 
in City.

The 
hundred-year-old Spanish cell 
block will be torn down soon to 
make way for a new adminis­

building 
within

compound. 
Eventually, 450 honor pris­ 
oners will live 
in the newly 
opened cell block. It was for­ 
merly occupied by the recep­ 
tion guidance center, the first 
stop for all men committed to 
prison in Northern California, 
which was shifted to Vacaville. 
Some 750 inmates 
already 
enjoy extra privileges 
under 
the honor system in a section 
of the north cell block. 
Inmates in the honor 
cell 


block will have private cells, 
freedom to leave the cell up 
until 10 p.m., freedom to con­ 
gregate in a reception room, 
and freedom to get an evening 
shower or haircut. 


In the spring, 
said Warden 
Fred R. Dickson, the inmates 
will get a private outdoors yard 
where they may linger 
until 
dusk. They are now assigned to 
a special section of the south 
dining hall where they may 
choose their own mess mates. 


Honor system inmates are ex­ 
pected to awaken on time and 
get to their prison jobs on time 
and to return to their cells be­ 
fore the 10 p.m. curfew. Pri­ 
son guards will continue to pat­ 
rol the honor section, but no 
officer M(ill be posted at the 
gun rail opposite the cell block 
where the guard can see every 
cell in the tier.

Los Angeles Finally Invites Dodgers To Move West 


LOS ANGELES W—The Los 
Angeles City Council has fi­ 
nally asked Walter O'Malley 
for the hand of his Brookly n 
Dodgers. 
The mov e that has been stew­ 
ing since May became a reality 
late y esterday afternoon when 
the council— ov er determined 
opposition— mustered the ne­ 
cessary 10 v otes to inv ite the 


Dodgers west. 
In New York, the Dodger 
; president withheld comment, 
but his acceptance of the con- 
. tract offered by the city was 
believ ed in the bag. He has 
! until Oct. 15 to make his de­ 
cision. 
Four councilman opposed the 
transfer to the v ery end of 
the tumultuous, six -hour ses­ 


sion. All four said they want 
the Dodgers, but feel terms of 
the 
contract 
bringing 
them 
here are unfav orable to* the 
city . 
There was a threat from the 
camp of the four dissenters 
that they would try to nullify 
the council action by placing 
the issue before the v oters as 
a referendum. 


Councilmen 
fav oring 
the 
Dodger transfer gav e this plan 
little chance of success. Such 
an election could not be held 
until nex t summer, they said. 
And, besides, the city ’s resi­ 
dents are ov erwhelmingly in 
fav or of bringing the Bums to 
Los Angeles. 
To bring the issue to a v ote, 
thousands of signatures would 


be required. The ex act number 
would be determined by the 
size of the v ote in the last 
municipal election. 
Yesterday ’s v ote was delay ­ 
ed for hours by Councilman 
J ohn Holland, bitter foe of*the 
transfer, who asserted the city 
was getting only one-30th of 
what it should from O’Malley . 
Holland held the floor for 


hours as he read documents 
and testimony from his sup­ 
porters during the proceed­ 
ings, which were telev ised lo­ 
cally . 
Some of the councilmen took 
adv antage of Holland’s talking 
to pop into a nearby office, 
where the World Series was on 
another telev ision channel. 
Tensions increased, howev er, 


when the roll call v ote was fi­ 
nally called. Nine of the v otes 
were already committed, but 
there was some uncertainty on 
which way Councilman Ran­ 
som Callicott would v ote. 
He responded on an “ ay e.” 
Under terms of the contract, 
the Dodgers would play their 
games in 22,500-seat Wrigley 
Field until O’Malley builds his 


team a 50,000-seat stadium on 
300 acres of Chav ez Rav ine 
land deeded the Dodgers by 
the city . 
Then O’Malley would giv e 
the city the 10-acre site of 
Wrigley Field, home of the 
Los Angeles Angels in the Pa­ 
cific Coast League.

Their poise and confidence were shaken for the first 
time in th^ series. The almost certain loss of Mickey Mantle 
was added To Whitey Ford’s paraly zing 1-0 defeat y esterday 
by Milwaukee. The Brav es now lead 3-2 in the series. 
Although Manager Casey Stengel is frankly pessimistic 
about Mantle’s av ailability for tomorrow’s six th game, he is 
hoping his top slugger’s sore shoulder mends sufficiently to 
enable him to swing a bat. 
Mantle actually hurt his right shoulder in the first inning 
of Saturday ’s game when Red Schoendienst fell on top of 
him try ing to flag down pitcher Bob Buhl’s throw in an un­ 
successful attempt to pick Mickey off second. 
Hardly any one realized Mantle was hurt, ev en when he 
was held hitless by Warren Spahn Sunday . But y esterday , 
just before game time, Stengel announced he was withdraw­ 
ing the Oklahoma strong boy from the starting lineup. 
Stengel ex plained that the Mick’s shoulder had stiffened 
considerably and it hurt him when he swung a bat. 
“ As for throwing,” Stengel added, “ he can’t do that at 
all.” Mantle did get into the game y esterday , but only as 
a pinch runner, in the eighth inning, and was promptly cut 
down try ing to steal second. 
The Yankees receiv ed a taste y esterday of what it is like 
without the bludgeoning bat of Mantle when they were held 
to sev en hits by Lew Burdette (nothing longer than a single).

Underground 


San Francisco Bay Airport in 
east San Rafael will eventually 
have to give way to commercial 
development, but for Ihe time 
being, power lines will have 
to go 
underground 
because 
overhead lines will interfere 
with flight patterns, an engi­ 
neer reported to the city coun­ 
cil last night. 
Beverly Whitlow, engineer 
for Wilsey and Ham, reported 
that an $87.000 pumping plant 
is ready to go in as part of the 
facilities for a big planned com­ 
mercial development in east 
San Rafael. 
But Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co. will not run 
an overhead power line to the 
plant because the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Authority recommends 
against overhead lines near the 
airport. 
ONLY ALTERN ATIVE 
The only alternative is to put 
the lines underground along 
Medway and Canal streets, but 
this would cost an additional 
$8.000, Whitlow said. The dis­ 
trict must then assess the $8,- 
000 in the airport property be­ 
cause that is the land which is 
benefited. 
Eugene K. Sturgis of Oak­ 
land, attorney for the East San 
Rafael 
Assessment 
District 
said the only practical solution 
would be to go ahead with the 
underground lines. 
City fathers agreed that the 
lack of a power line should not 
hold up the entire million-dol 
lar commercial development 
They passed a resolution call­ 
ing for the underground lines 
and the $8,000 assessment. A 
protest hearing on the matter 
was set for Oct. %1. 
CONDEMNS LAND 
The council also voted to 
condemn two small strips of 
tidelands so that a two-mile 
levee can be built on the bay 
side to protect the area from 
tides and floods. 
Sturgis and 
Whitlow reported that about 
two miles of easements have 
been o.btained for levee pur­ 
poses, and only two parcels, 
each 100 feet long, are holding 
up the entire levee. 
Owners who have refused to 
sign are Lilly M. Skjold and 
John Rossi. Sturgis said he 
does not contemplate » con­ 
demnation trial.

All land fill, curbs and gut­ 
ters and utilities in the East 
San Rafael Assessment District 
are completed, and the only 
thing remaining is the rock 
base and paving of streets, the 
council was told.

U.S. Rejects

WASHINGTON UP — The 
State D epartm ent today reject­ 
ed a suggestion from Nikita 
K hrushchev 
for • U.S.-Russian 
agreem ent to establish interna­ 
tional control of space missiles. 
It said such a step §hould*be 
part of a general disarm am ent 
package. 


The State D epartm ent re ­ 
called that the United States, 
Britain, 
France 
and 
Canada 
had made a proposal in dis­ 
arm am ent talks at London Aug. 
29 aim ed at assuring that space 
missiles are launched and used 
exclusively for “peaceful and 
scientific purposes.” 
Press officer Jam eson Park­ 
e r said tersely that “we will 
stand" on that approach which 
calls for agreem ent by many 
nations— not just the two super 
powers. 


P ark er declined other com­ 
m ent on K hrushchev’s in ter­ 
view with New York Tim es Cor­ 
respondent Jam es Reston, un­ 
til after officials have studied 
all angles of th^ lengthy re ­ 
m arks of the Soviet Commu­ 
nist boss.

passed Mayor John F. Mclnnis 
asked Sturgis whether the city 
could 
do anything 
more to 
speed up the process of putting 
in parking stalls. 


"BEAUTIFUL SHAPE* 
Nothing else can be don» 
now," said Sturgis. “Everything 
is in beautiful shape from my 
point of view.” 
Councilman 
Joseph 
Sauer 
then wondered aloud if park 
can go in at Third and A streets 
before the bonds are sold. 
"We have the money to put 
in to the lot, just so it’s legal ” 
he pointed out. 
“The lot is al­ 
ready open and all we’ve got 
to do is take down a few fen­ 
ces.” 
It would not be illegal for 
the city to advance money to 
permit parking on that lot, 
Sturgis advised.

NEW YORK (W—Soviet Com­ 
munist Party leader Nikita S. 
Khrushchev has called for in­ 
ternational 
control 
of earth 
satellites and all pilotless mis­ 
siles as part of a general agree­ 
ment between the United States 
and the Soviet Union, the New 
York Times said today. 
In a dispatch from Moscow, 
James Reston, the Times’ chief 
W a s h i n g t o n correspondent, 
said Khrushchev did not reveal 
whether the Soviets were ready 
to modify their disarmament or 
political proposals 
previously 
rejected by the United States. 
He said there would be no 
problem over control of the

devices if the U.S. 
and Russia could agree on the

tence. 
The party boss said Moscow 
was amending its disarmament 
proposals because it would now 
be necessary to inspect rocket 
launching sites rather than air­ 
fields.

WASHINGTON (IP)—The Uni­ 
ted States is ready to recoup 
some of its losses in the battle 
of space with a rocket fired 
from a balloon-borne platform 
20 miles above the earth. 


As soon as weather condi­ 
tions are right the Air Force 
will try to send a rocket roar- 
in 1,000 to 4,000 miles above 
the earth's surface — higher 
than the Russian satellite or 
any other man-made device has 
ever reached. 


Launching of the space rock­ 
et from a balloon over Eniwe- 
to atoll in the Pacific by “Proj­ 
ect Far Side” has been set to 
go since late last month. But 


scientists delayed it waiting 
for just the right weather. 
If 
successful, 
“Far 
Side” 
! could restore a little of the 
prestige this country has lost 
to the Russians in the field of 
space science in the last few 
days. 


A huge balloon will lift the 
rocket on a platform to a point 
20 miles above Eniwetok to 
help free it from the earth’s 
atmosphere. Then the rocket 
will fire, in four stages, into 
outer space.

“This loss, however,” Schaf­ 
fran said “ is paid for two-thirds 


by the federal government and 
one-third by local government."

Los Angeles Finally Invites Dodgers To Move West 


LOS ANGELES 
The Los 
Angeles City Council has fi­ 
nally asked Walter O’Malley 
for the hand of his Brooklyn 
Dodgers. 
The move that has been stew­ 
ing since May became a reality 
late yesterday afternoon when 
the council— over determined 
opposition— mustered the ne­ 
cessary 10 votes to invite the 


Dodgers west. 
In New York, the Dodger 
president withheld comment, 
but his acceptance of the con­ 
tract offered by the city was 
believed in the bag. He has 
until Oct. 15 to make his de­ 
cision. 
Four councilrpen opposed the 
transfer to the very end of 
the tumultuous, six-hour ses­ 


sion. All four said they want 
the Dodgers, but feel terms of 
the 
contract 
bringing 
them 
here are unfavorable to’ the 
city. 
There was a threat from the 
camp of the four dissenters 
that they would try to nullify 
the council action by placing 
the issue before the voters as 
a referendum. 


Councilmen 
favoring 
the 
Dodger transfer gave this plan 
little chance of success. Such 
an election could not be held 
until next summer, they said. 
And, besides, the city’s resi­ 
dents are overwhelmingly in 
favor of bringing the Bums to 
Los Angeles. 
To bring the issue to a vote, 
thousands of signatures would 


be required. The exact number 
would be determined by the 
size of the vote in the last 
municipal election, 
Yesterday’3 vote was delay­ 
ed for hours by Councilman 
John Holland, bitter foe ofsthe 
transfer, who asserted the city 
was getting only one-30th of 
what it should from O’Malley. 
Holland held the floor for 


nours as ne read documents 
and testimony from his sup­ 
porters during the proceed­ 
ings, which were televised lo­ 
cally. 
Some of the councilmen took 
advantage of Holland’s talking 
to pop into a nearby office, 
where the World Series was on 
another television channel. 
Tensions increased, however, 


when the roll call vote was fi­ 
nally called. Nine of the votes 
were already committed, but 
there was some uncertainty on 
which way Councilman Ran­ 
som Callicott would vote. 
He responded on an “aye.” 
Under terms of the contract, 
the Dodgers would play their 
games in 22,500-seat Wrigley 
Field until O’Malley builds his 


team a 50,000-seat stadium on 
300 acres of Chavez Ravine 
land deeded the Dodgers by 
the city. 
Then O’Malley would give 
the city the 10-acre site of 
Wrigley Field, home of the 
Los Angeles Angels in the Pa­ 
cific Coast League.

NEW YORK (A*) — The New York Yankees today 
were in their worst position since they bowed to the 
Brooklyn Dodgers in seven games in the 1955 World 
Series. 
Their poise and confidence were shaken for th e first 
time m the* series. The almost certain loss of Mickey Mantle 
was added "to Whitey Ford’s paralyzing 1-0 defeat yesterday 
by Milwaukee. The Braves now lead 3-2 in the series. 
Although Manager C’asey Stengel is frankly pessimistic 
about Mantle’s availability for tomorrow’s sixth game, he is 
hoping his top slugger’s sore shoulder mends sufficiently to 
enable him to swing a bat. 
Mantle actually hurt his right shoulder in the first inning 
of Saturday’s game when Red Schoendienst fell on top of 
him trying to flag down pitcher Bob Buhl’s throw in an un­ 
successful attempt to pick Mickey off second. 
Hardly anyone realized Mantle was hurt, even when he 
was held hitless by Warren Spahn Sunday. But yesterday, 
just before game time, Stengel announced he was withdraw­ 
ing the Oklahoma strong boy from the starting lineup. 
Stengel explained that the Mick’s shoulder had stiffened 
considerably and it hurt him when he swung a bat. 
“As for throwing,” Stengel added, “he can’t do that at 
all.” Mantle did get into the game yesterday, but only as 
a pinch runner, in the eighth inning, and was promptly cut 
down trying to steal second. 
The Yankees received a taste yesterday of what it is like 
without the bludgeoning bat of Mantle when they were held 
to seven hits by Lew Burdette (nothing longer than a single). 
Ford himself yielded only six hits, but three of them 
came in one inning— the sixth—to account for the only run 
of the game and result in Burdette’s second victory over the 
Yankees in the series.

From thirty to forty thous­ 
and fingerling rainbow trout 
were planted in Kent Lake 
recently in an effort to re­ 
stock the lamprey-infested 
reservoir, local wardens of 
the Department of Fish and 
Game said today. 
Although 
the 
lampreys, 
which entered the San Ger- 
onimo Valley lake in the big 
flood of 
December 
1955, 
have not been eradicated, an 
obstruction has been built at 
the end of the spillway below 
the dam so they cannot re­ 


turn to salt water to spawn. 
It is believed that the ob­ 
stacle will cause slow death 
among the lampreys, which 
are eel-like creatures, who at­ 
tach themselves to trout and 
slowly suck them dry.

Beverly Whitlow, engineer 
for Wilsey and Ham, reported 
that an $87.000 pumping plant 
is ready to go in as part of the 
facilities for a big planned com­ 
mercial development in east 
San Rafael. 
But Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co. will not run 
an overhead power line to the 
plant because the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Authority recommends 
against overhead lines near the 
airport.

The only alternative is to put 
the lines underground along 
Medway and Canal streets, but 
this would cost an additional 
$8.000. Whitlow said. 
The dis­ 
trict must then assess the $8,- 
000 in the airport property be­ 
cause that is the land which is 
benefited. 
Eugene K. Sturgis of Oak­ 
land, attorney for the East San 
Rafael 
Assessment 
District, 
said the only practical solution 
would be to go ahead with the 
underground lines. 
City fathers agreed that the 
lack of a power line should not 
hold up the entire million-dol­ 
lar commercial development. 
They passed a resolution call­ 
ing for the underground lines 
and the $8.000 assessment.

CONDEMNS LAND 
The council also voted to 
condemn two small strips of 
tidelands so that a two-mile 
levee can be built on the bay 
side to protect the area from 
tides and floods. 
Sturgis and 
Whitlow reported that about 
two miles of easements have 
been obtained for levee p u r­ 
poses, and only two parcels, 
each 100 feet long, are holding 
up the entire levee. 
Owners who have refused to 
sign are I.illy M. Skjold and 
John Rossi. Sturgis said he 
does not contemplate a con­ 
demnation trial. 
“If the city 
authorizes 
condemnation

tion, we think they will sign,” 
he reported. 
All land fill, curbs and gut­ 
ters and utilities in the East 
San Rafael Assessment District 
are completed, and the only 
thing remaining is the rock 
base and paving of streets, the 
council was told.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
What We Need is 'Naive' 
Officials in Public Jobs 


Our suggestions in this space today 
are so plainly simple that many would 
call them naive. • 
Regardless of what they are called, 
we insist that they nevertheless could 
easily be followed with nothing but ben­ 
efit to everybody concerned—especially 
the general public. 
Our suggestions have to do with pick­ 
ing good men for public office. 
The first concerns the office of State 
Park Commission chairman. 
Joseph R. Knowland, publisher of the 
Oakland Tribune, is park commission 
chairman and has been so for so long it 
is hard to recall when he was not. 
Nobody can deny that his influence 
has worked To the benefit of the citizens 
of California, including generations yet 
unborn who will enjoy the fruits of his 
foresight and energy. 
We don’t know anybody outside the 
technical staff of the State Division of 
Beaches and Parks who knows more 
about nor better understands the park 
and recreation situation; who knows 
more or understands better than J. R. 
Knowland. 
Although he must be in his 80’s now, 
he still enjoys sound health in both mind 
and body. 
It would be a shame for the state to 
be deprived of the benefits of his know­ 
ledge and wisdom so long as he is able 
to devote them to the task at which he 
already has labored so long. 
But his days in state service are prob­ 
ably numbered. 
His son. Senator William F. Know­ 
land, has formally announced he will 
seek to unseat overnor Knight. When 
J. R. Knowland’s term expires on the 
State Park Commission in the near fu­ 
ture, he unquestionably will be re­ 
placed. It is almost certain that Gov­ 
ernor Knight will not reappoint his op­ 
ponent’s father. 
That’s a pity. We think the welfare 
of California and Californians would be

served best by reappointing Knowland 
and rpappointing him again just as long 
as he is able to serve. 
But, unfortunately, to consider such 
a possibility is “ naive," as they say. 
We have a situation in San Rafael not 
entirely unlike what we've just de­ 
scribed. 
We have a man in our midst who 
seems eager and willing to serve in local 
government. So far as we have been 
able to observe, he is an independent 
in local affairs. He has not, so far as we 
know, tied himself to any particular fac­ 
tion or self interest group. 
This latter fact probably is what has 
kept him from being considered for any 
appointment to a local governmental 
job. 
Because he is independent, he had no 
hesitancy to run for city council on one 
occasion and for mayor on another oc­ 
casion when the local campaign was con­ 
ducted 
along 
well-defined 
factional 
lines. Since he was affiliated with no 
faction, he didn’t get far when it came 
to rolling up votes. 
But his interest and apparent willing­ 
ness to serve nevertheless would seem 
to qualify him for appointment to some 
appropriate city or county board or com­ 
mission. 
Will he get such an appointment? 
Would it be worth his while to apply? 
Anybody who thought he had a 
chance would be called “ naive.” The 
mayor and city council are people he 
has opposed on the ballot, directly or 
indirectly. There is no likelihood that 
he would ever be considered. 
So the people are being deprived of 
the benefits of whatever service this 
willing and interested individual might 
be able to render. 
Perhaps what we need are some 
“ naive” officials in public positions who 
would simply keep good men in their 
jobs and pick good men to fill vacancies 
w ithout regard to who supported whom 
in the election.

Father Pleads For 


Fencing Of Pools 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 


Enclosed is a copy of a let­ 
ter which I have written to 
the Marin County Board of 
Supervisors and to the City 
Councils of Marin County 
cities which may be of inter­ 
est to the public: 


Gentlemen: 
You perhaps have heard or 
read of the near tragedy 
which 
occurred 
when 
my 
small son fell into a neigh­ 
bor’s swimming pool, being 
rescued with a margin of just 
a few seconds to spare. This 
neighbor’s house was unoc­ 
cupied due to a recent sale 
and the fencing around the 
pool was of a temporary na­ 
ture. Though we had occasion 
prior to this incident to nail 
shut a back gate leading to 
the pool and to place a sign 
upon the front gate, these 
precautions 
proved 
inade­ 
quate 
since 
top 
soil 
was 
dumped on a portion of the 
temporary fence which there­ 
by 
provided 
an 
excellent 
means of access over the 
mound, through the fence, 
and into the pool. 
Certainly I need say no 
more to illustrate the obvious. 
Swimming 
pools 
must 
be 
substantially fenced and lég­ 
islation is necessary in order 
to establish and enforce such 
a requirement. It is my un­ 
derstanding that the County 
of Los Angeles, for example, 
requires all pools to be sepa­ 
rately enclosed by a fence of 
a given height and even speci­ 
fies the height of any latch

Flight Of Yugoslavs To Austria 


Indicates Failure Of Communism 


VIENNA — The mounting 
flight of Yugoslav citizens in 
riskful protest against the 
deteriorating conditions un­ 
der the Tito Communist re­ 
gime today is reaching a total 
10 times greater than what it 
was only two years ago. 


Official figures obtained by 
this correspondent from the 
Ministry of Interior of the 
Austrian government reveal 
that the flow of anti-Tito, anti­ 
communist Yugoslavs is even 
higher than previously pub­ 
lished reports—and is con­ 
tinuing. 


• The latest statistics com­ 
piled by Austrian authorities 
show that by the end of this 
year at least 16,000 dissident 
Yugoslavs will have surrepti­ 
tiously made their way across 
the 150-mile guarded com­ 
mon frontier between the 
two countries—an illegal emi­ 
gration unprecedented under 
any conditions in Yugoslav 
history. 


AUSTRIA IS bravely and 
humanely treating them as 
political refugees tho ugh 
most of them frankly say 
that they have left 
their 
homeland because economic 
conditions are so bad. In ef­ 
fect, they have taken politi­ 
cal action for economic rea­ 
sons and the Austrian gov­ 
ernment is granting most of 
them asylum.

munism or Soviet Commu­ 
nism to win the support of 
the youth either by indoctri­ 
nation or by tyranny. 
The Yugoslav refugees, 
it should be noted, are 
overwhelmingly young peo­ 
ple.

The governor apparently 
seized on the Knowland state­ 
ment as one of the means 
whereby he can collect a good 
many labor votes, by magni­

his prospective opponent for 
the Republican 
nomination 
at next June’s primary look 
like a real anti-labor- candi­ 
date. 


THE GOVERNOR said “no 
politician 
can 
successfully 
turn the clock back in labor- 
management relations” and 
pointed out that the people 
rejected an open shop pro­ 
posal on the ballot in 1944. 
He also said he was not 
presuming to regard his judg­ 
ment as'superior on any issue 
to the clearly expressed will 
of the people when asked if 
he thought the sentiment of 
the state might have changed 
in the last several years. This 
is in view of several “ right- 
to-work” ordinances adopted 
in various counties of the 
state. 


WHEN SENATOR Know­ 
land made his first comments

on the subject, he indicated 
that he was not opposed to 
the union shop, but was in 
favor of working people NOT 
being forced to pay tribute 
to lahor unions for the right 
to work.

MIND OF BEHOLDER 
Nothing has happened as far 
as I can see. Something has 
j happened to the viewer. After 
j anywhere from eight to five 
! years of watching television 
= incessantly, the viewer today 
is harder to please. 
Today he has seen every­ 
thing. He has seen hundreds 
of detective shows, hundreds 
of musicals. He’s seen every 
vaudeville act now on tour in 
the nation and hks met every­ 
body from the high llama of 
Tibet to his neighbor’s chil­ 
dren, all on television. 
The television viewer of to­ 
day takes for granted that he’ll 
see the World Series, major 
football games, the champion­ 
ship fights and the major con­ 
ventions, 
political 
meetings 
and federal investigations. 
Yet just 10 years ago the 
number of people who had 
ever seen a World Series or 
even a big league ball game 
was less than five-tenths of 1 
per cent of our total popula­ 
tion. 
Live television drama 
has 
brought the legitimate theater 
right into the home, yet there 
once were many millions who 
had never seen a live drama, 
and never expected to. 
Television has brought the 
face of our lawmakers at all 
levels of government right into 
the home, where 20 years ago 
very few persons would have 
recognized even their own con­ 
gressman. 
The medium has so changed 
thinking and so broadened the 
scope of Americans that we are 
different people today, and a 
better people I think. 
But today the average viewer 
wants something new. He has 
found he has become bored 
with television fare. 
This is the challenge that 
faces every station manager 
and every network program 
director. 
It’s a tremendous one. 
Television programs for to­ 
day’s highly selective audience 
must employ fresh imagina­ 
tion, daring and strong will. 
Today a prograqi man who 
wants programming that will 
excite and hold the television 
audience must go far beyond 
the formated precepts of the 
industry if he is to keep televi­ 
sion strong. 
Television through the past 
four to eight years has broad­ 
ened the requirements of the 
viewer. He’s a better educated 
man than he once was. He’s 
more worldly, for he has seen 
and heard more than any gen­ 
eration of man. 
This television has done to
